NURSES ASK DUE CREDIT. 


DEFEND THEIR WORK AGAINST 
PRESIDENT HEALY’S CHARGES. 


Training School Official Reviews Coun-~- 
ty Hospital Situation—How Puptis 
Are Maintained in Public Wards— 
Denial Convalescent Patients Are 
Kept on Expense to Help in the Care 
of the Sick—Scheme fpr Public In- 
struction Deemed Too Expensive. 


Before December ends the question wheth- 
er the nurses of the Illinois Training School 
are to be retained in the County Hospital will 
be decided finally. In his annual report, 
read on Monday, President Healy of the 
Board of County Commissioners spoke of 
the contract with the Training School and 
said specifically the coming year some differ- 
ent arrangement would have to be made. 
President Healy also strongly urged the es- 
tablishment by the county of a school of its 
own to train nurses. 

For fifteen years the [Illinois Training 
School has supplied nurses for the County 
Hospital. The service has been almost 
wholy free from criticism during that time, 
it is said, and it was believed this branch of 
work for the sick might continue to be 
kept clear of even a suspicion of that polit- 
ical favoritism which it has been said from 
time to time has controlled county appoint- 
ments. The action of President Healy and 
certain charges which he makes in his re- 
port have stirred the officials of the school 
to its strong defense, and have led them to 
make statements setting forth the work 
which their nurses have done and are doing 
for the indigent sick of Cook County. 

Not only those particularly interested in 
the school, but the people in general having 
the welfare of the patients at heart, are 
showing by letters written to the school of- 
ficials they would look with glarm on a 
change which would substitute untrained, 
politically appointed attendants for the

Abingdon, Ill, Dec. %.—[Special.j—The 
students of Hedding College solemniy buried 
their football this evening. On Wednesday 
at chapel President Evans officially prohib- 
ited the playing of football by the students, 
characterizing the game as brutal and un- 
manly and as a “blot on our civilization."’ 
He classed it with prize-fights and bull- 
fights. 

This evening the students formed a pro- 
cession and marched about the town with 
the band playing adirge. At the head wasa 
transparency with “‘Gored by the Pope's 
Bull,” “We Mourn Our Loss,” “The De- 
parted Football,” and “Not Dead, but 
Sleeping,’’ on the sides. Following was a 
bier carried by four students on which rested 
the football. Then followed almost the 
entire student body.

Mrs. J. M. Walker, President of the train- 
ing school, and Mrs. W. J. Chalmers called 
on President Healy on Friday. The con- 
ference was amicable, but no definite knowl- 
edge was obtained by them as to the prob- 
able renewal of the contract with the school. 
President Healy charged in his report the 
training school had the services constantly 
at the hospital of more than thirty con- 
valescent patients who ought to be dis- 
charged, to help in the care of the sick and 
that the county was called on to bear the 
cost of feeding these- patients. 

Commissioner Allen came into the room at 
the time Mr. Healy spoke of this subject 
to his callers. They told the President if 
it could be proved any ntrse had been guilty 
of retaining such patients to help in the 
work it would lead at once to her discharge. 


Political Favoritism. 


Then both callers appealed to Commis- 
Sioner Allen and asked him if it were not a 
fact the convalescent patients in question 
were kept at the hospital as a matter of 
political favoritism. It is said the Com- 
missioner, though a bit reluctantly, made 
the admission. Then Mrs. Walker told the 
two Commissionérs it was the constant ef- 
fort of the nurses to get rid of patients who 
had recovered and were simply living an the 
county and that as constantly they failed. 
Then Mr. Healy was told just how much it 
cost the county under the contract and just 
how much it would cost under any other 
system. 

Last year there was a controversy be- 
tween the school and the Board of County 
Commissioners over the placing of the nurses 
supplied by the school in one of the con- 
| tagious wards. The school carried its point 
and its scholars were put in the ward with 
results said to be highly satisfactory. 


Points for the School, 


The officers of the training school, in meet- 
ing Mr. Healy's suggestion that the county 
establish a training school of its own, say 
such a thing is absolutely impossible. They 
point out the very. fact, if it was run by 
elective officials holding office but a 
short period it would destroy any cer- 
tainty a pupil might have that her position 
was to be permanent. The existing Board 
of Commissioners could not guarantee an in- 
coming board might not make radical 


changes. 

“Then,” says the training school people, 
“the county would be obliged to erect a 
building at considerable cost; it would be 
obliged to feed the nurses and to pay them 
from $25 to $80a month. The County Hos- 
pital attendants would soon be on a level 


with those at Dunning. We supply nurses 


now at $16 a month and we feed them at 
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Los Angeles mén are reported to have re- 
celved a concession from the Mexican Gov- 
ernment to the Island of Tiburon, in the Guif 
of California.

There are only about 
fcrty male Ceris Indians, but they are said 
to be such valiant fighters the Mexican Gov- 
ernment despaired of subduing them and 
has offered the island to Bradbury and his 
companions if they would undertake the 
work. 

It is the intention of the Tiburon Con- 
quest company, as the new corporation is 
called, to establish a republic of its own, 
and have the United States establish a 
protectorate. It is said Mexico has con- 
sented to this. 

One of the objects of the company is to 
establish a great resort, and lines of steam- 
érs will be put on from both Yuma and 
Guayamas.._ The climate is delightful. The 
island is teaming with game, and this will 
be protected.

Early Morning Fire at E. H. Hunt’s 
Seed Store—Loss $10,000. 

A lively blaze which caused nearly $10,000 
damage broke out shortly before 4 o’clock

Fear for the Missionaries. 


Much apprehension is now felt for the safe- 
ty of the missionaries at Bitlis and Karpoot. 
Owing to the lack of confidence entertained 
in the escorts furnish by the officials the 
missionaries are afraid fo leave. These two 
towns are regarded as especially dangerous 
posts, although the missionaries at Bitlis 
continue to appear upon the streets. Dr. 
Knapp was, however, attacked by Turks 
three ‘weeks ago and since then he has been 
cbliged to keep in the house altogether. 

United States Minister Terrell has since 
this time: made energetic representations 
to the Sublime Porte in connection with 
this state of affairs. Owing to the cessa- 
tion of trade with Karpoot and Bitlis it js 
difficult to send money to the missionaries. 


Chicago Woman Concerned. 


Emmer Bey, recently Governor at Hadjin, 
deprived of his post through the representa- 
tions of Minister Terrell, who informed the 
Sultan that if the three women missionarics 
at Hadjin were molested in any way he 
would have the head of the Turkish Gov- 
ernor, has been appointed Governor at 
Tarsus, which is regarded as a better posi- 
tion. According to the last reports these 
three American women, Mrs. Joseph L.

ZEST OF THE EUROPEAN CONCURD, 


Political Significance of the Turkish Guard- 
ship Question, 

London, Dec. 7.—[{Copyright, 1895, by the 
Associated Press.}—The interest taken in the 
extra guardship question is not so much due 
to the fact that the powers consider it nec- 
essary to have additional protection for for- 
eigners within easy reach in the Bosphorus 
as it is to the knowledge that it is really a 
test of the European concord. If the powers 
back down it will be a demonstration that 
the Turk was right in believing that the 
accord of Europe could not last for any 
length of time and that the Sultan was 
holding out until the eventual break oc- 
curred. 

_. But should the powers remain firm in their 
determination to have additional guardships 
in the Bosphorus it will clearly demonstrate 
that the accord of the powers is capable of 
withstanding a strong test. 

The British press naturally demands that 
Europe should not recede from the position 
taken up by the powers, and that the Sultan 
should be forced to yield to the pressure 
brought to bear upon him.

“My eyes still trouble me, and@ presume 
they always will, from the blows I received 
on my head from muskets. 

“lI was standing in the street one day when 
I saw coming toward me a crowd of Chilean 
ex-men-of-war’s men with uplifted knives 
and swords, pursuing one of the Baltimore's 
sailors, William Turnbull. When they were 
directly in front of me Turnbull was cut 
down by a blow from a sword. 

“So determined was the mob to get at him 
again that two cavalrymen had to guard 
the door while I attended to his wounds, 
I tried to get him to the English Hospital, 
but they made me take him to theirs, where 
he had most wretched care. I succeeded, 
however, in getting him on board the Balti- 
more after a few days, wheré he died from 
blood poisoning. I was arrested and placed 
in the Vina Del Mar Prison. To my qustions 
as to the cause of my arrest I could get no 
satisfactory reply. ‘Are you an American?’ 
was the invariable response, and they put me 
through a systematic torture that was cal- 
culated to drive me insane, there is no 
doubt, or else so break me Gown that I would 
die 


“All the soldiers took turns at torturing 
me with their swords and pounding me on 
the head with musket stocks. One soldier 
dislocated my arm with a blow, and, by way 
of diversity of amusement, they would 
place me against the prison wall, line up be- 
fore me, aiming their guns at me, and tell- 
ing me I was to be executed. 

‘‘This varied treatment was repeated every 
few hours for three days and nights, but on 
the fourth day I managed to escape. I 
made my way north 114 miles to San Phil- 
lippe. The river was low and I wandered 
into it.”

CLARA STEWART GUILTY OF MURDER.

The jury in the Stewart murder trial is 
Judge Smith’s court brought in a verdict 
last night finding Clara Stewart guilty of 
murdering Thomas Holbrook at No.’ 153 
Custom-House place Sept. 26 and sentencing 
her to imprisonment for life.

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RAILWAY MEN ON THE “ VOLUNTARY 
‘RELIEF DEPARTMENT.” 


Say They Are Practically Compelied 
to Join the Organizations~Clause 
im the Agreement Releases the Road 
from All Claims for Damages Be- 


yond Temporary Relief or a Small . 


Sum in Case of Injury or Death— 
Three Cases Given as Samples. 

Some of the great railroads entering Chi- 
cago have a relief and insurance system for 
the benefit of their employés that outwardly 
seems a noble enterprise and is fair to look 
upon, but is said by interested persons to be 


far from it. . 

Employés of these roads have been taking 
much interest in the last week in a suit for 
damages by a railroad employé and member 
of a “relief department.” The outcome of 
the suit been an eye opener for many of 
them, and not tend to increase the popu- 
larity of the roads’ departments 
for the relief of the men. 

Joseph H. Vickers was an engineer on the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy road. While 
going into the yards to take out his engine 
he was run down by another engine and 90 
injured that one arm had to be amputated 
and his spine was permanently dislocated. 

While Vickers lay in the hospital he re- 
ceived $48 from the relief fund of the road 
at the rate of $3.50a week. Suit for damages 
was brought against the road, and it was 

roved that the switch engine which ran 

ickers down was running from twenty-five 
to thirty miles an hour at a place where the 
speed was limited by lay to five miles; that 
the engineer of the engine had once been sus- 
pended for thirty days for drunkenness; that 
he was drunk at the time Vickers was in- 
jured; and that the engine, coming quickly 
around the curve, caught Vickers like a rat 
in a trap. 

Signed a Fatal Clause. 

After the suit had been brought a man 
tried to persuade Mrs. Vickers to withdraw 
it, and then for the first time she learned of 
a clause in the application to which her 
husband had signed his name. It read as 
follows: 

“TI also agree that, in consideration of the 
amounts paid and to be paid by, said com- 
pany for the maintenance of the relief de- 
partment, the acceptance of benefits frorn 
the said relief fund for injury or death shall 
operate as a release and satisfaction of all 
claims for damages against said company 
arising directly or indirectly from such in- 
jury or death which could made by me 
or my legal representatives.” 

Mrs. Vickers tried to pay back the money, 
but the man refused to take it. Suit was 
krought, but Judge Allen decided Vickers’ 
signature had released the company from all 
liability and dismissed the case. 

The “Burlington Voluntary Relief Depart- 
ment,” as it.is known, was organized in 1889 
and rapidly grew until it included most of 
the employés on the Burlington system, It 
now numbers 12,000, Although the regula- 
tions have a printed section that reads, 
‘No employé shall be required to becomé a 
member of the Relief Fund,”’ the employés 
of the road.say they were given to under- 
stand their positions might depend upon it. 
The amounts to be paid into the fund ran 
from 75 cents to $3.75 a month, the accident 
benefits for the same varying from 50 cents 
to $2.50 a day. Most of the men joined and 
took the least amounts. There were never 
any delinquent subscribers. The company 
just subtracted the proper amount each 
month from the employé’s wages. 

Why the Men Join. 

One of the members who joined in 1890 
told yesterday of the methods used to get the 
men to join. 

“A man came te me one day while I was 
in the roundhouse busy at work,” he said. 
“T had been importuned half a dozen times 
before, but always put him off. That day 
he told me my position would probably de- 
pend upon it, as the road would i prefer- 
ence to members during the dull season 
when men were laid off. He said all there 
was to it was to pay a paltry 75 cents a month 
and get 50 cents a day if I was hurt or a life 
insurance of $250 in case of death. The ap- 
plication was a large sheet full of finely 
printed legal matter. He told me it was 
only a matter of form and contained noth- 


‘| ing important. I never stopped to read it, 


but signed my name. I don’t believe a quar- 
ter of the men whe signed ever stopped to 
read what it said,” 

There is, however, no section in the agree- 
ment by which the company agrees to re- 
fund any of the money paid in if an employé 
leaves the service of the road or is dis- 
c One of the switchmen told of a 
friend of his who belonged for eighteen 
months and was then discharged. The 
$13.50 he had paid in went to increase the 
surplus of a fund that went—he knew not 
where. 

Tells an Awful Story. 

A suit is now pending against the Burling- 
ton relief fund by a switchman named &t. 
Clair, formerly in its employ. St. Clair, it 
is said, met with an accident In which the 
tendons of one leg were torn loose from 
their fastenings at the heel. After drawing 
his allowance for four months it was cut 
off, as the claim was made he was able to 
work. The road’s surgeon, to demonstrate 
this, it is said, bent the switchman’s foot 
back and tore the ligaments loose again so 
that he had to have his foot put in a plaster 
of paris cast, where it was left for many 
weeks. 

The roads claim the fund is only for the 
benefit of the men, and say they are under 
large expense to keep the department run- 
ning. The Burlington claims it hds cost 
hundreds of thousands of dollars to pay 
the running expenses of the relief de - 
ment since 1889. The men say they don’t 
want any such favors from the roads. They 
say there are relief associations outside they 
can pay less to and get more a month from, 
and not be handicapped either by any re- 
lease from damage suits. They say unless 
undue influence was brought to bear the 
Burlington “voluntary” relief department 
would not have twenty members. 

The Pennsyivania company has a system 
that is said to be similar to the Burlington’s. 
The Baltimore and Ohio makes the recipients 
of the benefit sign a release before payment, 
and the Wabash merely deducts a percent- 
age from its employés’ wages for the main- 
tenance of @ free hospital without request- 
ing any signatures.

This claim, however, is 
limited to the assertion that when the reme- 
dy is applied at the right time, within a day 
or two after the disease has taken hold, 
anti-toxin is a curé for diphtheria. 

“I went to Burdpe,” said Dr. Reynolds 
yesterday, “intending to see all that was 
to be seen there in the treatment of throat, 
nose, and ear diseases, in which I am par- 
ticularly interested. I have been away just 
four months, spending most of my time in 
London, where there are three special hos- 
pitals for the diseases of the throat, besides 
a ea departments in numerous other hos- 


Use Is General. 

“Practically, I may say every physician 
who can uses anti-toxin in the treatment of 
diphtheria. There are of course doubters 
and unbelievers, as there are in all faiths, 
but more of those who doubt than of the 
convinced unbelievers. There are not many 
eminent authorities who pronounce abso- 
lutely against it, though scores of practi- 
tioners are not convinced of its efficacy. 
Still,.every effort is being made, wherever 
cases occur, to give the anti-toxin treatment 
a fair trial. 

“I was much interested in the subject and 
followed up my inquiries in Paris, Berlin, 
and Vienna. In Europe all investigations of 
this kind are carried out with absolute thor- 
oughness in every detail and rigorous 
watchfulness to prevent interference with 
the natural course which the experiment 
should take. 

“The most interesting conversation I had 
was with Prof. Roux, former collaborateur 
and niow successor to M. Pasteur at the 
Pasteur Institute. He was one of the ear- 
liest workers and discoverers on this line, 
simultaneously with but without knowledge 
of the similar researches of Prof. Behring 
in Germany. 

“Prof. Roux said in Paris the records of 
deaths from diphtheria had been kept for 
fifty years. During that period the deaths 
from that disease averaged twenty a week. 
From the time the anti-toxin treatment be- 
came general the number fell to about twoa 
week, and during the ten days before my in- 
terview with the Professor no death from 
diphtheria had taken place in thecity. 


Prof. Roux’ Views. 
“The professor expressed his opinion with 


¥ much emphasis on the cases where in prac- 


tice the use of anti-toxin had not been so 
successful as in the Pasteur Institute. The 
failures he attributed either to want of care 
or skill in the practitioner, or else to trying 
to effect cures with improperly prepared 
matter. . 

“The whole process of preparing anti- 
‘toxin, he explained, was beset with diffi- 
culty, and no doubt a good deal of bad

Old men who search for thé spectacles 
they are wearing are very numerous, and no 
one is more than amused by them. But 
there are. inexplicable and often terrifying 
cases, Men have beén known to leave home 
fora few.days, commit some serious crime, 
and return quite oblivious of what they had 
done. Very interesting is the case so com- 
mon among soldiers who have fought a bat- 
tle, and who, when it is over, cannot recall 
the. events for several hours. The same 
thing happens to those who have escaped 
from shipwreck and to aeronauts who have 
just descended from the bvlouds. This is the 
temporary loss due to strong emotion. Then 
there are curious examples of temporary 
loss of memory owing tofatigue. Sir Henry 
Holland, when down in a mine in the Hars 
Mountains and suffering from fatigue, com- 
pletely forgot his German, and could not re- 
member a word of it until he had rest and 
refreshment. after ascending. We all ex- 

rience this in a less degree. Sometimes it 

an injury which causes the blank in tle 
backward gaze. An English professor once 
received a violent blow on the head, and at 
once forgot all his Greek; and a musician 
lost all memory of music from thesame cause. 
Mr. Whymper, in his book on the Alps, tells 
how he fell over a frightful precipice, 
feet high, with the result that his: past was 
for a time whoily blotted out of his memory. 

The most singular cases of memory loss 
are in connection with language. It is quite 
common in our hospitals to see a sick Ger- 
man unable to s a word of the English 
he had thoroughly mastered. A very sin- 
gular instance of this is reported from New 
York.. Many years ago a Dr. Scandelli died 
in a hospital in that city. When admitted 
he could speak only in English; as the ill- 
ness progressed he forgot that language and 
could now only converse in French; but on 
the day of his death another change oc- 
curred, and he could speak nothing but his 
own language—Italian. Many varieties of | 
this loss of memory of words exist. A cler- . 
gyman some time ago lost all recollection of 
words, but hé could still remember the let- 
ters of which they were composed, and 
could express his ideas freely by spelling the 
words. An officer suffered from a slight at- 
tack of apoplexy, and as a result forgot all 
but a very few words. When he tried to 
speak he merely uttered nonsense; but if a 
book or manuscript were handed to him he 
read it with perfect propriety. One of the 
most extraordinary of all memory losses 
is when a person forgets how to write with 
his right hand, but still has the power to do 
so with his left hand. In such a case, after 
he has written with his left hand the de- 
sired sentence, he cah copy it with his right 
hand. 

When the memory: of words is gradually 
lost it invariably gresses in one particu- 
lar order, First ‘ proper names go, then 
common nouns, then adjectives; and this 
stage is followed by failure of the power to 
recollect: events. Very few people suffer 
from the first degree—excessive smokers, 
for instance, it is said, sometimes find it dif- 
ficult to recall proper names. Drunkenness 
is a ‘well-known cause, and there is the very 
curious case of a man who mislaid a package 
while drunk, forgot where he had put it 
vwhen-sober, ‘and had to get drunk again to 
find it. 

The recent, not the remote, past is forgot- 
ten usually. It may be a period of days only 
which drops eut, or it may be several months 
or afew yea Prior and subsequent events 
are remembered quite clearly, and often rec- 
ollecticns of long-past times may become 
unusually ‘vivid: Perhaps the loss will only 
last a few days, or perhaps a few years, or 
perhaps fereveri Butt if memory comes back 
it usually does so gradually, and the recov- 
ery begins, not with the most recent, but 
with the most remote events. A French 
“gentleman, for example, fell from his horse 
und immediately lost the memory of the 
three preceding days. In a little while he 
began to recover by recall the events of 
the first of the. three days, tMfen of the. sec- 
ond, and, a little later, of the third day.—St. 
James Budget.
